Fresh troops were rushed into battle and scaled, off, at 
least temporarily, the Red bridgehead 20 miles West North.

American frontline commanders hoped to contain the bridgehead until 
enough additional. reinforcements arrive to wipe it-out altogether, .

She 
belongs to the ranks of people 
who claim with justification t 
hard work alone has made them 
what they are, Because of this, 
she has little patience with such 
ambiguities as chance, luck and 
the doubtful element of inspira- 
tion. 


In her career she has met some 
of the most interesting people in 
the world. Once she worked for 
the North American Newspaper 
Alliance as a personality sketchist. 
Her Job consisted of collecting 
material on famous people, and 
then writing a 10,000-word 
article on them, based not on 
their own observations but on 
what other people knew about 
them. 


When she was collecting ma- 
terial for a story on Lily Pons, 
the famous opera singer, she 
spent several months interview- 
ing nearly 40 people to find out 
all they knew about her. Then 
she assembled all the information, 
and distitied from it what 
many people regarded as tho 
most fascinating personality 
sketch of the year.
